Hts wife, m other of Judge 
Fruit, died tw enty years ago. D eceas­ 
ed leaves six children, three sons and 
three daughters of whom Judge Fruit 
of this city is the eldest. 
IDeceased was one of the most in­ 
fluential and highly respected o f the 
older residents of Grant county and 
took an active interest in public a f­ 
fairs until age crept upon him. 
He 
has resided in Livingston during his 
entire residence in W isconsin, except 
17 years which was spent in Baraboo, 
W is. 
A fter the conclusion of the present 
case in circuit court, Judge Fruit will 
adjourn court until Thursday, attend­ 
ing the funeral of his parent m ean­ 
while.
